Butter Substitutes 


Because of the expense and care required for 
its production, butter has always been a costly 
article and human beings have striven for many 
years to discover a good substitute. It was 
known that many fats and oils were just as 
as butter, but these, unfortunately 
were not as palatable when 
spread upon bread, and, when 
placed upon the vegetable 
foods, they did not impart the 
tasty flavor that could be ob- 
tained from butter churned 
from sour cream. 

Shortly before the Franco- 
Prussian War, Napoleon III 
" offered what was in those days 
Dr. F. McCoy a large reward for the dis- 
covery of a suitable butter substitute. This was 
finally awarded to a Frenchman, named Mege- 
Mouries, who made many experiments before he 
produced a substance which he called oleomsrg- 
arine. He afterward shortened this to margarine 
and this product is still known by that name on 
the continent of Europe. 

At present there are two kinds of margerine 
manufactured. One is composed of various ani- 
mal fats, such as beef fat and pork fat, mixed 
with vegetable fats, salt and milk. The other, 
commonly called nut margarine, contains no 
animal fat, but is made of vegetable fats, salt 
and milk. 

The principal articles of food used in the 
manufacture of margarine are: oleo oil, oleo 
stock, oleo stearin, neutral lard, peanut oil, 
coconut oil, cottonseed oil, milk, butter and salt. 
Of course various manufacturers select differ- 
ent blends of these foods, or may omit some of 
them. Many of the packages of margarine scld 
on the market distinctly state exactly what they 
contain so that the composition is no secret. 

Many families now use margarine instead of 
butter. Some states do not permit margarine 
to be artificially colored and it is sold uncolored 
and the coloring matter is afterward mixed into 
it by the housewife. t is just as wholesome 
when white, but the yellow coloring makes the 
product more pleasing to the eye.

That's the sort of advertisement the Alberta 
Government should publish in all the news- 
papers of the five continents. Somewhere, 
surely it must be possible to find a magician who 
can make its promises come true. Otherwise the 
worst may happen; a number of estimable ladies 
and gentlemen who gained offices of ease and 
emolument by promising to pay every person 
qualified to vote for them, a dividend of $25 a 
month (and maybe $75), will have to resign 
their places in the best paid chorus in Alberta. 
That would be sad indeed. 


No matter how plausibly the Socialists and 
Communists may argue the doctrine of equality, 
in time of ernergency the man of supreme abil- 
ity is worth ali he can command by way of re- 
muneration. Men who can “deliver the goods” 
are worth their pay. 

Two autumns ago I met a number of Holly- 
wood movie producers out on a hunting trip. 
Youngest of the party, looking in his college 
blazer, like a rah-rah boy on a jaunt, was Daryl 
Zannuck. Chatting with Raymond Griffiths, I 
was surprised to learn that Zannuck was the 
highest paid of the party. He had recently had 
his salary jumped to $25,000 a month. This 
seemed to me an absurd figure. I ventured the 
remark that no man is worth $25,000 a month. 

“But Dary] Zannuck is” insisted Griffiths. 
He went on to argue the point. In brief it was 
that Zannuck’s gift for selecting the best stories 
for film purposes, and his ability to save the time 
of actors and sound-engineers on location, saved 
the studio much ‘more than $25,000 each month. 
“He is really the cheapest man on the studio 
staff at $25,000 a month,” he said. 

I submit the incident to caucus. Based on 
that method, no amount of salary would be too 
great to give to any person who could hold high 
the banner of hope for the next three years and 
enable the members of the Alberta Legisla- 
ture and the Ministers to retain their emolu- 
ments for that length of time. 

Major Douglas, inventor of Douglas Social 
Credit was not able to carry on for more than 
a few months. He was handicapped, of course, 
by the admissions he made while earning his 
$1,200 fee for appearing before the Legislative 
Committee on Social Credit. But though for 
$1,200 he told the Committee that Social Credit 
could not work in Alberta, he managed to get 
an additional $9,000 or so, for considering if it 
would work. According te the Major it needed 
a newspaper, a radio station, large amounts of 
Dom 1 currency and further salaried consid- 
eration imself. 

Mo cent of the unofficia] advisers, Mr. 
Hargrave, worked out a scheme whereby the 
government was to confiscate the crops of the 
Alberta grain-growers, and the flocks and herds 
of the stock-raisers and sell them—keeping the 
cash dollars for themselves and paying the farm- 
ers and stockmen with credit dollars. Mr. Har- 
grave charged nothing for the plan, and in the 
opinion of many persons, was fully paid for it 


Best of all would be a real plan whereby 
real money could be created out of the end of 
a fountain pen and dividends of $25 a month 
paid to all those who would sign a pledge to 
“co-operate” with the government in power. By 
that means it would be possible to ensure con- 
tinuity of office and continuity of dividends as 
g as of paper and ink held out. 
Since Providence, on whom he relied when 
making his promise of $25 a month dividends 
(“and maybe $75”), has let Mr. Aberhart down, 
it seems unlikely that any ordinary person, un- 
skilled in the interpretation of the prophetic 
mysteries, could succeed where Mr. Aberhart 
has had to confess failure. Nevertheless, there 
are persons in the Thibetan lamasaries who pro- 
fess to be able to suspend the laws of animation, 
to contro] heat and cold, to annihilate distance 
and time, and overrule the law of gravity. 

Where Major Douglas, and the lesser advisers, 
failed, the Dalai Lama or some of his mystics 
may be able to succeed. Who has not read of 
their skill in overcoming the law of gravity, 
of suspending the operations of time, and of 
being able to appear in body a thousand miles 
away in the twinkling of an eye. Esoteric Budd- 
hism may be able to accomplish what the Pro- 
phetic Bible Institute with its eight per cent 
mortgage loans has failed to achieve. To make 
money increase by taxing it seems a trifling 
matter compared to the marvels these Thibetan 
priests are said to perform. 

Then there are the travelling magicians and 
fakirs of India. Nobody seems to have thought 
of them. Yet many of the tricks they perform 
bear a parallel to what is taking place in Alberta 
and what Alberta needs. 

For instance: they wil] place a boy in a 
tight-fitting basket, after closing the lid, the 
magician will plunge a sword through the basket, 
repeatedly til] the blood comes—a feat which 
observers think bears close analogy to 
happenings in Alberta. Just when you feel like 
calling the police or shooting the magician on 
the spot, he will blandly open the basket and 
show you the boy unhurt—a bright omen for

HUMIDIFICATION 
By Roger B. Whitman 

Question—I have steam heat and | 
there are times when the air in 
my house seems very dry. I have 
tried radiator pans, but they do not! 
do much good. Can I humidify the 
air without buying an expensive 
outfit? 

Answer—Pans that hang On 4 
radiator, or stand on top, are not 
efiective because the water does 
not get hot enough to vaporize re ad- 
ily. A better kind consists of two 
long pans to go on top of a radiator, 
with a space of two inches or so be- 
tween; a piece of soft, loose-woven 
cloth is laid between them. Water 
in the pans is carried into the cloth 
and is picked up by hot air risir g) 
from the radiator, Evaporation is 
then very quick. Wi these you 
con humidify the air every two or 
three days by hanging wet bath 
towels on the radiators, and by run- 


ning hot showers with the bath- 
room doors open. You can buy port- 
able humidifiers, but they usually 


have a capacity of or a gallon or 
so, and must constantly be refilled 
For best results, a humidifier should 
be a built-in attachment connected 
to the plumbing. One good kind is 
secured to the cellar ceiling; it com- 
municates with the house through 
a floor register overhead and a duct 
connected to another floor register 
in a distant room,

COLD ONE CAUSE
